II  FCC  HAS  BE6UN  ISSyiNG  H  YEAR  new,  modified .  and 
renewal  Amateur  licenses.  The  longer  term  licenses 
were  authorized  in  rule  amendments  adopted  by  the  Com¬ 
mission  October  6th,  1983. 

In  addition  to  authorizing  the  longer  term  station  and 
operator  certificates,  the  changes  also  institute  a  two 
year  grace  period  for  renewals.  The  issuance  of  10 
year  licenses  was  delayed  until  now  so  that  needed 
changes  could  be  made  to  the  licensing  program. 

The  FCC  says  that  the  10  year  term  is  not  a  blanket 
extension,  but  will  require  that  the  older,  5  year 
licenses,  be  renewed  in  order  to  give  the  holder  the 
longer  term.  The  Commission,  however,  requests 
Amateurs  not  to  send  in  their  licenses  until  they  are 
due  for  renewal,  in  order  to  avoid  flooding  the  Gettys- 
buro  processing  facility  with  unnecessary  paperwork. 
(Report  Docket  83-337,  December  20,  1983)

THE  KERNADEC  GROUP,  about  1000  kH  NE  of  Aukland,  is 
composed  of  four  islands;  Raoul  is  the  largest.  Two  of 
the  islands  were  discovered  in  1785,  with  Raoul  being 
found  in  1793.  At  that  time  the  islands  were  uninhab¬ 
ited  but  Polynesians  had  stopped  there  on  their  way  to 
New  Zealand  in  the  distant  past,  Raoul  is  similar  to 
Norfolk  Island  in  that  it  has  very  high  cliffs  and  its 
coastline  is  described  as  "inaccessible." 

Europeans  settled  on  Raoul  around  1837;  they  put  up 
with  volcanic  activity,  earthquakes,  and  the  dumping  of 
two  hundred  Tokelauans  who  were  suffering  from  typhoid 
fever,  Bhat  settlers  didn’t  get  typhoid  abandoned  the 
island  and  the  next  group  of  Europeans  gave  up  after  a 
violent  volcanic  eruption  in  1872.  A  family  named  Bell 
case  around  1878  and  stayed  until  MB  I.  tew  Zealand, 
which  had  annexed  Raoul  in  1886,  declared  it  a  nature 
preserve  in  1938,  The  only  inhabitants  today  are  a 
nandful  of  scientists  and  communicators  (including,  at 
present,  ZL8AFH) .

Figures  like  the  above  should  keep  us  near  the  top  for 
1983  standings.  The  time  figures  out  to  be  i*588  hours 
or  66  days  of  net  activity, 

He  now  have  190  stations  active  in  our  nets  fro®  110 
cities.  However,  we  are  not  going  to  stop  there. 
Let’s  recruit  some  more  people  into  traffic  handling. 
By  the  way,  Eau  Claire  and  Rhinelander  are  the  two 
cities  with  the  east  representation  on  our  nets  -  16 
stations  from  each!!  Keep  in  find,  however*  that  the 
biggest  share  of  those  stations  participate  in  the 
LOCAL  nets  -  Norihwoods  Traffic  Net  end  Best  Cent, 
Wisconsin  Traffic  Nets,  Some  do  not  have  licensing 
privileges  for  our  HF  nets. 

There  is  promise  of  new  and  exciting  things  in  the 
future  of  the  National  Traffic  System  and  the  way  it 
operates,  Digital  techniques  such  as  Packet  Radio, 
AHTOR  and  spread  spectrum  are  already  in  the  experi¬ 
mental  stages,  not  to  mention  the  unlimited  possibili¬ 
ties  by  utilization  of  the  new  generation  of  OSCAR 
satellites  now  being  launched. 

The  ARRL  Committee  on  Amateur  Radio  Digital  Communica¬ 
tion  is  now  studying  the  question  of  how  to  incorporate 
the  new  techniques  into  our  Amateur  Radio  operation,  a 
topic  that  is  also  being  discussed  by  the  National 
Traffic  System’s  three  Area  Staffs  at  their  meetings^ 
and  by  other  traffic  and  public-service  minded 
Amateurs. 

Bhils  our  present  system  is  adequate  for  most  of  the 
traffic  we  handle,  it  certainly  does  not  take  advantage 
of  what  radio  communication  can  offer  and  is  not  really 
suited  for  emergency  communications,  despite  the  fact 
that  the  National  Traffic  System  is  supposed  to  be  the 
long-distance  an  of  the  Amateur  Radio  Emergency 
Service, 

The  new  technology  will  be  used  in  traffic  work,  re¬ 
gardless  of  whether  NTS  makes  provisions  for  it  or  not. 
If  not,  NTS  will  become  still  more  irrelevant  as  an

emergency  service.  But,  if  NTS  finds  a  aey  to  incor¬ 
porate  digital  communications  an  a  regular  reliable 
basis,  Amateur  Radio  will  be  able  to  provide  a  nation¬ 
wide  emergency  communication  service  to  meet  almost  any 
need,  with  traffic  being  delivered  in  a  matter  of 
seconds— not  hours. 

There  will  still  be  a  place,  and  an  important  one,  for 
traffic  handling  as  we  now  do  it,  handling  health  ami 
welfare  traffic  in  a  communications  esergency.  Health 
and  welfare  traffic  tends  to  be  neglected  by  those 
involved  in  preparation  of  for  esergency  cosauni cations 
because  they  rightly  believe  official  traffic  is  aore 
iaportant.  But,  in  test  cases,  there  is  asple  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  handle  both.  If  they  are  not  to  interfere 
with  each  other,  however,  they  sust  be  kept  separate, 
with  separate  teaas  for  each.  Let  the  ARES  people 
handle  the  official  traffic,  which  is  usually  local  in 
nature,  and  the  NTS  people  take  care  of  the  health  and 
welfare  long-haul  traffic. 

The  sost  effective  traffic  systes  of  the  future  would 
sees  to  cosbine  the  best  features  of  new  technology  and 
our  traditional  ways.  Extensive  use  will  be  made  of 
satellites,  of  linked  repeaters,  packet  cossunications, 
AHT0R?  electronic  mailboxes,  autosatic  switching,  HF j 
VHF,  ilHF  and  sicrowaves.  But  the  high-tech  systes  wili 
be  accessible  to  Asateurs  without  sophisticated  equip¬ 
ment.  It  should  be  possible  to  progras  the  si  copro¬ 
cessor  at  any  station  where  Asateurs  have  access  to  the 
systes,  in  such  a  way  that  CM  can  be  used  if  CM  is  the 
onlv  aode  available  to  the  Aaateur. 

Ffi  and  repeaters  have  given  our  VHF  bands  a  coopletely 
new  look.  Sideband  did  the  sase  a  generation  ago  on 
HF,  Now,  the  last  years  of  this  century  will  see 
Asateur  traffic  handling  similarly  revolutionized. 
Even  the  rest  of  this  decade  could  prove  to  be  very 
interesting! 

On  Saturday,  January  14,  immediately  after  the  Badger 
Esergency  Net,  an  inforaal  Traffic  Workshop  was  held. 
Sob,  KA9CPA,  took  sy  place  as  aoderator  as  I  could  noc 
be  present.  Bob  tells  ae  that  there  was  good  partici¬ 
pation  and  a  lot  of  good  ideas  and  comments  brought 
forth.  Based  on  what  you  people  want,  regular  training 
sessions  -  in  the  fora  of  workshops  -  will  be  forau- 
lated  and  presented  during  the  next  few  aonths.  They 
will,  in  all  likelihood,  be  held  on  Saturdays  and/or 
Sundays  iasediateiy  following  the  noon  sessions  of  the 
BEN,  Keep  your  ears  open  for  future  announceaents  on 
this  satter. 

In  closing,  I  just  want  to  add  ay  congratulations  to 
all  you  fine  people  who  help  to  make  our  Wisconsin 
traffic  nets  what  they  are,  in  ay  mind,  we  are  second 
to  none  and  it  is  only  with  your  dedication  and  help 
that  we  maintain  this  status.  Keep  up  the  good  work!! 
The  lain  thing  that  we  can  improve  on  is  getting  sore 
people  interested  and  involved  in  traffic  handling,

That  year,  we  experienced  an 
overall  decline  of  12.51  compared  to  an  overall  in¬ 
crease  of  0.91  for  1983,  There  was  a  2. 51  increase  in 
U.S,  Full  Members,  and  a  4,81  increase  in  Canadian  Full 
Members  during  1983.
